INTRODUCTION 


As indicated by the 
contents of this Directory, 
Concordia University 
continues to develop in 
fulfilling its primary mis- 
sion. Concordia, along 
with other universities 
worldwide, has a mission 
to discover, extend and 
critique knowledge about 
our world, and to commu- 
nicate to others both that 
knowledge and the 
means to extend it. This, 
the University accom- 
plishes by means of its 
two principal activities, (1) 
teaching and (2) research, 
scholarship and creative 
activity. Concordia, 
furthermore, is an urban 
university in the heart of 
Montreal. We bear a 
special responsibility to 
educate the members of 
that diverse community, 
of which we are a part, 
and to deliver the results 
of our scholarship and 
creativity to our milieu. 
The university values 
this mission and these 
activities as a fundamental 
cultural endeavour which 
creates human resources 
for the next generation. 


As this Directory ap- 
pears in the Spring of 
1990, Concordia is in the 
process of rededicating 
itself to its academic 
mission by reviewing its 
short-term goals, and the 
mechanisms to achieve 
them. Within the context 
of the research portfolio of 
the Office of the Vice- 
Rector, Academic, the 
University is launching the 
Faculty Research Devel- 
opment Programme, 
which Senate approved 


last Fall. Its aim is to 
permit individual faculty, 
who so wish, to dedicate 
or to rededicate them- 
selves to research, schol- 
arship and creative 
activity. The University is 
also in the process of 
opening its own industrial 
liaison office, as an out- 
growth of its participation 
these last several years in 
UQAM-R&D-CONCOR- 
DIA, an NRC funded 
project. 


This Directory covers 
research, scholarship and 
creative activity funded by 
external granting agen- 
cies, government and 
industrial contracts 
handled by the Office of 
Research Services (ORS). 
It attests to the important 
work of the ORS and the 
dedication of its staff. It 
represents as well the 
important role of the 
principal Canadian and 
Quebec agencies, 
NSERC, SSHRC, MRC, 
FCAR, CQRS, and FRSQ, 
in Supporting university- 
based activity. In this 
period of governmental 
cutbacks, these agencies 
must be vigorously de- 
fended. 


The Directory is, of 
course, evidence, neces- 
sarily partial, of the dedi- 
cation and quality of the 
University’s scholars. 
Other evidence is Concor- 
dia’s major role in three of 
the recently announced 
Federal Networks of 
Centres of Excellence, 
and participation in a 
fourth. The evidence of 
this Directory is necessar- 


ily incomplete in yet 
another, more significant 
way. Within the Faculty of 
Fine Arts at Concordia, 
the creative arts are 
pursued within the con- 
text of a university. Con- 
cordia’s Fine Arts Faculty 
is one of the most impor- 
tant in Quebec and in 
Canada. The fact that the 
federal and provincial 
granting agencies, whose 
support is herein docu- 
mented, have not ade- 
quately addressed the 
funding of the fine arts 
within a university setting 
must be acknowledged 
and dealt with. 


Often overlooked too, 
is the fact that the Univer- 
sity itself is the single 
largest supporter of 
research, scholarship and 
creative activity. That 
support is in the form of 
salaries to faculty and 
research support staff, 
maintenance of support 
services, and the provi- 
sion of space, equipment, 
and graduate fellowships 
among many other things. 
The steady increase in 
external funding for 
research, scholarship and 
creative activity at Con- 
cordia is the outcome of 
the University’s continued 
investment in its own 
human resources, and the 
researchers’ energy, 
commitment and talent.

The diversity of the 
research interests of 
members of the Arts and 
Science Faculty is evident 
from the list of research 
grants and contracts 
which follows. Faculty 
members continue to 
pursue research in the 
various areas of Humani- 
ties, Social and Pure 
Sciences at an accelerat- 
ing pace. The current 
listings represent an 
increase of 15% in the 
number of grants and 
contracts awarded 
to our faculty members, 
since a similar document 
was published in 1987- 
88. 


The amount of re- 
search funds generated 
by Arts and Science 
Faculty members in 1988- 
89 shows an increase of 
26.3% over those of 
1987-88. Sources of 
external funding include 
the Natural Sciences and 
Engineering Research 
Council (NSERC 33.9%), 
the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research 
Council (SSHRC 12.2%), 
and the Fonds pour la 
Formation de Chercheurs 
et |’Aide a la Recherche 
(FCAR 16.0%). The 
remainder (37.9%) in- 
cludes the Medical Re- 
search Council, various 
government agencies and 
contracts with govern- 
ment and private agen- 
cies. 


The Faculty of Arts and 
Science continues to 
house the Actions Struc- 
turantes’ Centre for 
Research on Inorganic 
Materials (Chemistry 
Department), and is 
involved with the inter- 
university Actions Struc- 
turantes’ Centre for 
Research on the Develop- 
ment of Industry and 
Technology (Economics 
Department).
